Msgr. Lawrence M. Purcell, formerly 
rector of the San Diego diocesan St. 
Francis Seminary, has been named rector 
of the North American College in Rome. 


The announcement of Msgr. Purcell’s 
appointment was made June 5 by Bishop 
James W. Malone of Youngstown, O., 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. 


THE NORTH American College was 
founded in 1859 as a residence and house 
of formation for U.S. seminarians and 
graduate students, and for many years 
U.S. bishops were almost exclusively 
graduates of the college. At the college 
Msgr. Purcell, 44, will join another San 
Diego priest, Father Daniel Dillabough, 
who is already on the faculty. 

Upon learning of the appointment 
during last week’s diocesan _ priest’s 
retreat, Bishop Leo T. Maher of San 
Diego said Msgr. Purcell’s ‘‘holiness of

life, joined with a wonderful sense of 
humor, bound together with a beautiful 
personality, will communicate to the 
seminarians the true meaning of 
priesthood.”’ 


A native of Palm Springs, Father 
Purcell was ordained for the Diocese of 
San Diego in 1966, and first served in his 
home town as associate pastor of Our 
Lady of Solitude Church; from there he 
went to St. Therese Church in Del Cerro. 


HE WAS next in residence at the old 
diocesan Immaculate Heart Seminary 
and served as secretary to then-Auxiliary 
Bishop John Quinn of San Diego, now 
archbishop of San Francisco. 


After graduate study in Rome, Father 
Purcell returned to San Diego in 1974 as 
rector of St. Francis Seminary. In 1977 he 
went to Washington, D.C., where he 
served on the staff of the apostolic 
delegation (now a papal nunciature);

An ‘exceptional priest’ 


Religious: 
Diversity 
defended

WASHINGTON (NC) — When 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco defended diversity before a 
national organization of Religious, many 
of its members questioned whether there 
is not too much departure from essentials 
in Religious life. 


Archbishop Quinn, who last year was 
named by Pope John Paul II to head a 
papal commission to study Religious in 
the United States, spoke at the opening 
session of the national meeting of the 
Institute on Religious Life. 


THE INSTITUTE, which counts 
about 22,000 members, met recently at 
The Catholic University of America. 


More than 250 Religious, mostly nuns 
clad in traditional habits and veils, 
attended the meeting. 


Throughout his address Archbishop 
Quinn stressed the need for diversity in 
Religious life. He said that Church norms 
call on Religious orders to adapt their 
rules and lifestyles to changing demands 
of their apostolates, to different physical 
and psychological characteristics of their 
members, and to the specific social and 
cultural situations that they face. 


THESE FACTORS, as well as the 
distinct original charism or gift of each 
Religious order, result in many diverse 
ways in which Religious can follow the 
same general norms of the Church for 
Religious life, he said. 


While some later speakers at the 
meeting questioned whether many 
American Religious today are still living

Priests’ retreat empties

‘‘We’re celebrating. We’re closing the 
office down _and we’re having the 
custodian run things,’’ one parish 
secretary quipped. 

WHILE MANY priests of the diocese 
were on their annual retreat June 4-8, the 
needs of their parishes were attended to in 
a variety of ways. 

Retired clergy and other priests, 
permanent deacons, Religious and laity 
chipped in to keep things running 
smoothly at local parishes. 

A retired priest, Msgr. Francis 
O’Duignan, offered two Masses during 
the week at Rancho Bernardo’s San 


Rafael parish. A eucharistic minister and 
lector, Bud and Pat Vedders, led 
communion services on the other days. 


RETIRED PRIESTS helped out at 
many parishes, including Holy Spirit, St. 
John the Evangelist and Immaculate 
Conception. 


Permanent deacons also helped 
parishes deal with the absence of priests. 
The three daily Masses normally 
celebrated at Good Shepherd Church in 
Mira Mesa, for example, were replaced 
by prayer and communion services, some 
of which were led by Deacon Ron Diem. 

Some parishes cut back on the number 
of Masses offercd during the day or 
cancelled all weekday Masses.

NEW BISHOP — Capuchin Father Sean 
O’Malley, episcopal vicar of priests serving 
the Spanish-speaking in the Archdiocese of 
Washington, has been named coadjutor 
bishop with the right of succession of the 
Diocese of St. Thomas in the Virgin Islands. 
Brooklyn-born Bishop Edward J. Harper, 73, 
is current bishop of St. Thomas. 

NO ‘DILUTION’ — Addressing a range of 
pro-life issues does not mean diluting the 
content of the pro-life message, Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin of Chicago told participants 
in the 1984 National Right to Life convention 
in Kansas City. More than 1,000 people 
attended the convention, which included 
sessions on adoption, in vitro fertilization, fetal 
pain, and teen-agers and abortion. 

‘MORE STUDY’ — ‘‘The need for a new 
liturgical movement is imperative,’’ 
Archbishop Virgilio Noe, secretary of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for Divine Worship, 
said in a speech in Washington. Surprising 
many of the liturgists, theologians and 
national Church officials in the audience with 
his forthrightness, the 62-year-old Vatican 
official admitted that the role of women in 
liturgy needs more study and that Rome is

PUBLIC APOLOGY — A New York City 
television station issued a public apology to 
Archbishop Peter L. Gerety of Newark after 
the station reported a week earlier that the 
archbishop had been summoned to Rome by 
Pope John Paul II. The archbishop had not 
been called to Rome and was in the U.S. when 
‘the report aired. The station, WABC-TV, 
linked the summons to the ‘appearance of 
Archbishop Gerety’s imprimatur in the book, 
Christ Among Us, -which was ordered 
withdrawn from circulation by the Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation. 

‘PRO-FAMILY’ — The Moral Majority 
and Free Congress foundations want the 
Democratic and Republican parties to adopt 
“‘pro-family’’ platforms that reject abortion 
and homosexual rights and encourage women 
to work at home. The suggestions were 
included in a 12-plank platform announced in 
Washington by the president of the Free 
Congress Foundation and the vice president of 
the Moral Majority Foundation. 

‘SOCIAL ILLS’ — Cardinal Alfonso 
Lopez Trujillo of Medellin, Colombia, has 
condemned Colombian government funding 
for what he called a vast campaign of 
sterilization, Vatican Radio reported. The

‘PROTOCOL BROKEN’ — The Vatican 
said a laicized Italian priest broke Church 
protocol by making a public event of his 
marriage in a Rome basilica. Giovanni 
Gennari, a former professor of moral theology 
who was released from his priestly duties in 
April, had a wedding Mass attended by 
hundreds of guests and concelebrated by 12 
priests. Gennari was also interviewed by a 
Rome newspaper after the ceremony. 

LITHUANIAN ‘FIRST’ — The first 
bishop in charge of spiritual assistance to all 
Lithuanian Roman Catholics outside 
Lithuania has been named by Pope John Paul 
IJ. U.S. Franciscan Father Paul Baltakis, 59, 
Lithuanian-born, has headed the U.S. 
Lithuanian Franciscan vicariate since 1979. 
He will do the work formerly done by two 
bishops. 

MORE TRAVEL — Pope John Paul II 
plans a mid-October visit to the Dominican 
Republic, followed by an early 1985 tour of 
three South American nations and the posible 
beatification of a 17th-century Peruvian nun, 
said Latin American diplomats. However, a 
Vatican press spokesman said only that the 
trips are being seriously considered. He said 
the pope has declined an invitation to visit 
Czechoslovakia. 

DIVISIONS DAMAGE — Divisions 
among Christians ‘‘damage efforts to spread 
the Gospel to each person,’’ Pope John Paul II 
told 10 young Orthodox students June 4, 
during a Vatican audience. The students, in 
Rome to study Catholicism, were urged by the 
pope to work and pray for full union among

‘BETTER IMAGE’ — Pope John Paul II 
left many non-Catholic South Koreans with a 
better image of the Church than they had 
before, said a South Korean priest who helped 
arrange the pope’s May 3-7 visit. But now the 
country’s small Catholic population has to live 
up to that image, which may be ‘“‘too 
beautiful,’’ said Father John Chang, 50. The 
pope’s visit moved him from being ‘‘an 
abstraction’’ to ‘‘a personality, a good man

RETENTION URGED — The Senate 
was urged to retain an anti-abortion funding 
clause in the defense spending authorization 
bill by Father Edward M. Bryce, director of 
the Bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities. As approved by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, the legislation contains a 
clause saying ‘‘funds available to the 
Department of Defense may not be used to 
perform abortions except where the life of the

The court knocked 
down requirements which allowed higher state 
employee insurance rates for abortions, called 
for doctors to provide detailed information on 
the condition of the fetus, provided a 24-hour 
waiting period before the abortion and 
demanded that a second physician be present 
to try to save the aborted baby. : 

IRE IN IRELAND — President Reagan 
denounced the Soviet Union but called for 
dialogue with it, during his June 1-4 trip to 
Ireland. He urged peace in Northern Ireland 
and visited what was said to be his forefathers’ 
hometown. While some Irish citizens 
demonstrated against him, others gave him a 
friendly welcome. :

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Swiss visit 
critics seen 
‘behind times’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 


Vatican official who oversees relations 
between the Catholic Church and 
Reformed Church said critics of Pope 
John Paul II’s planned visit to 
Switzerland June 12-17 are ecumenically 
behind the times. 


Msgr. Aloys Klein of the Vatican 
Secretariat for Promoting Christian 
Unity said that advertisements and 
statements which have appeared in Swiss 
newspapers in recent weeks show that 
critics ‘‘have not realized what has 
happened since Vatican II”’ in relations 
between Catholicism and other Christian 
churches. 


HE SAID the ‘critics show a ‘‘16th- 
century’ attitude toward the Catholic 
Church. Their talk of ‘‘Vatican 
imperialism’’ ignores the efforts of 
religious groups in Switzerland to live 
peacefully together since then, Msgr. 
Klein said. 


“‘There’s been some really vitriolic 
stuff,’’ said a Church official in 
Switzerland who asked not to be 
identified. The official described much of 
the criticism as ‘‘nit-picking.’’ 


In a statement in Neue Zurcher 
Beitung, Switzerland’s leading 
newspaper, the association of. the 
country’s Reformed Church leaders 


called the criticisms ‘‘excited, nervous 
and even aggressive utterances. ”’ 


SWITZERLAND, WITH a popula- 
tion of about 6.3 million, is almost 
equally divided between Catholics and 
Protestants, with most of the latter 
belonging to the Reformed Church. 


Relations between the two groups have 
improved considerably from the days 
when their conflicts led to bloodshed. But 
relations are not yet smooth. 

Recent efforts by the Catholic Church 
to establish dioceses in Zurich and 
Geneva, for example, were blocked by 
“opposition from the Reformed Church. 


NON-CATHOLIC groups have 
protested papal visits in other foreign 
countries. However, the Vatican official 
said the criticism in Switzerland is the 
most strident he could recall. 


Swiss Catholic Church officials have 
not responded to the criticisms. 


However, a pastoral letter which the 
bishops wrote to prepare for the visit 
‘‘shows a great sensitivity to Protestant 
attitudes,’’ said the Vatican official. 

“BECAUSE HE is the bishop of 
Rome, Pope John Paul II holds the first 
place among the bishops of the whole 
world,’’ the letter said.

‘I’m in the media. I’m vocal...’

Joe Bauer spent five years studying for 
the priesthood, but finally decided his 
vocation was elsewhere; one of his 
seminary classmates is now an auxiliary 
bishop of St. Paul-Minneapolis. Observes 
Bauer: “‘Here I am, playing records. And 
my mother still thinks I’m in the Navy 
when she calls.’’ 


Bauer, the other half of KFMB radio’s 
Hudson and Bauer Show (760 on the AM 
dial, 5:30 to 10 Monday through Friday 
mornings, 7 to 10 Saturdays, but this 
isn’t a free plug), is something of a rarity 


for a Roman Catholic who is also very 


much in the public eye. 


HE HAS never apologized for his faith 
and is very visible in the pro-life 
movement.

pays me $50 every time I do.”’ 


Mac Hudson and Joe Bauer are even 
on this year’s official Stewardship poster, 
after a fashion.

Happy to be Catholic: Frank Pitarro

PARADISE HILLS — A man who 
went from working on the railroad to 
laboring for the City of Chicago retired 
here and devotes much of his energy to 
the Church. 


Frank Pitarro, 81, was named ‘‘Citizen 
of the Month’’ in March by 
Congressman Jim Bates. He thinks he 
won the award because of his work for the 
Democratic party. 


THE ST. Michael’s parishioner, who 
lives with his wife, Mildred, is former 
parish Stewardship chairman, past 
president of the parish council, two-time 
chairman of the annual fall festival at St. 
Michael’s, and a special Eucharistic 
minister since 1978. 


“*I’m active, thank God,”’ said Pitarro, 
whose history is filled with bustle. He 
moved from Louisiana to Chicago with 
his family before he was one. As an adult, 
he worked on railroads for 28 years. 


From 1954 to 1969 he was an 
investigator for city finance in Chicago. 
He also was personal secretary to Thomas 
E. Keane, chairman of finance and 
alderman of the 31st ward. 


TALES OF the corruption of Chicago 
politicians have been exaggerated, Pitarro 
said. Richard J. Daly, then mayor of 
Chicago, and Keane ‘‘were both very 
devout Catholics.”’

PITARRO, THE father of four, keeps 
up with Chicago politics through his son- 
in-law, an assistant superintendent for the

Rome pays attention

‘Keep up the good work’ 

I have no memories of my confirmation. Amnesia is not the 
cause, nor is my advanced age of 39. Quite simply, my 
confirmation was rather forgettable. 

It occurred in the middle of my seventh year. I know that 
much because we all wore our First Communion outfits and 


mine needed alteration. The date can be fixed around October ~ 


12, because my mother was in the hospital giving birth to my 
brother when I was confirmed. Other than that, I draw a blank. 


A few weeks ago our confirmation took place at Saint Rita’s. 
While Bishop Chavez conferred the sacrament, I meditated on 
the changes which have taken place for the better with regards to 
confirmation. 


The young people were mostly eighth graders, with a third of 
the group being high school students. They showed an eagerness 
and a willingness to be confirmed which was edifying. Their 
outlook and enthusiasm was the result of a process of preparation 
which had begun nine months before. 


The confirmandi had not only experienced a long period of 
instruction, they had also been involved in service projects and 
individual interviews with the parish priests. The capstone of the 

_ process had been a weekend retreat in the mountains. 


The retreat was truly a parish experience, since it involved 
parents and teachers, candidates and high schoolers already 
confirmed. It turned out to be one of the happiest weekends I can 
remember, because of the efforts of the retreat team and also 
because of the cooperation of the candidates with the retreat 
process. By the time we returned to Saint Rita’s, we had become 
community and ‘‘church”’ in a new way and all of us had gained 
something. 


The process of preparation for Confirmation at Saint Rita’s is 
hardly unique. Most parishes have some version of the process 
and as a result confirmation enriches not only the candidates but 
the entire parish. Parents and sponsors are involved in a way that 
mine never were. The sacrament has become at one and the same 
time more individualizedjand more ecclesial. 


From my viewpoint, the changes which have occurred in 
confirmation over the last thirty years are wonderful. It is a credit 
to those who work with our youth and to the people active in our 
parishes. Religious educators and youth ministers often take it on 
the chin, but I want to say in the public forum that something 
very good has been achieved with regard to confirmation. Keep 
up the good work!

Though one church worker has. been 
convicted of illegally transporting aliens 
and several others have been arrested, 
members of the ‘‘sanctuary movement’”’ 
say they will continue to give shelter to 
Central American refugees in defiance of 
U.S. immigration law. 


Stacey Merkt, a lay worker at Casa 
Oscar Romero in San Benito, Texas, was 
convicted May 14 of three counts of 


‘transporting illegal aliens around border 


patrol checkpoints. She could be 
sentenced to up to 15 years in prison and 
fined $6,000. 


She had been arrested in February 
aiong with Sister Dianne Muhlenkamp, a 
member of the Poor Handmaids of Jesus 
Christ, and Dallas Times Herald reporter 
Jack Fischer. Sister Muhlenkamp agreed 
to testify for the prosecution, but was not 
called to the stand, in exchange for a 
year’s probation. Fischer was not 
indicted. 


Jack Elder, director of Casa Romero, 
was arrested in April and is scheduled to 
go on trial in August for transporting 
illegal aliens. 


Casa Romero, sponsored by the 
Diocese of Brownsville, Texas, has 
continued to provide emergency food and 
shelter for refugees in spite of the recent, 
arrests. Hernan Gonzales, director of 
Christian ‘services for the diocese, said 
there has been no change in the shelter’s 
operations and there has been ‘‘renewed 
support from church groups.”’ 


Bishop John J. Fitzpatrick — of 
Brownsville has been very supportive of 
Casa Romero’s work, Gonzales said. 


“‘Technically, Casa Romero shouldn’t 
be open,’’ because it harbors. illegal 
aliens, Gonzales said. ‘‘But we’re public. 
We haven’t been hiding anything. 
Because of our proximity to the border we 
want to do what we can to minimize the 
exploitation of refugees who go through 
the area.”’ ; 


‘Daniel Sheehan, defense attorney for 
Ms. Merkt, said the case will be appealed 
to the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 
based on the Refugee Act of 1980. He 
argued that according to the refugee act 
Central Americans are political refugees 
and it is the INS that is acting illegally by 
not granting them asylum. 


The Supreme Court however ruled 
June 5 the act is not intended to, allow 
more generous standards for avoiding 
deportation. 


Lee Holstein, a spokeswoman for the 
Chicago Interreligious Task Force on 
Central America, which coordinates 
sanctuary movement activities, said the 
conviction of Ms. Merkt and the arrests 
of others has not caused a retreat. 


“We were waiting for people to say 
‘we’re pulling out,’ but there has been an 
increase in the numbers and the strength: 
and the depth of the movement,”’ she 
said. ‘“The folks involved said they see 
this as an attack and we have to escalate.”’ 


Ms. Holstein said by early June about 
400 refugees had been placed at 130 
shelters around the country. 


The conviction and arrests of church 
workers have not caused the monks at 
Weston Priory to have second thoughts 
about their March decision to offer 
sanctuary to a Guatemalan family. 


““As a community we feel that what’s 
most important is that we act from 
conscience and do the right thing,’’ said 
Benedictine Brother Philip Sronckiewicz, 
a priory spokesman. 


Although the concept of sanctuary has 
not been legally sanctioned in the United 
States, Brother Sronckiewicz-said the 
movement ‘‘is based on the weight of 
tradition’’ from biblical times through the 
American Civil War when slaves were 
helped to escape on the ‘‘underground 
railroad.”’ 


Even if sanctuary is upheld as illegal by 
higher courts, “‘it’s still the right thing to 
do,’’ he said.

Responsible parenthood 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Government family planning 
programs have often promoted sexual misconduct and publicly 
financed abortion, Pope John Paul II told the chief of the United 
Nations’ population program June 7. 


The pope also said that aid to developing countries should not 
be tied to family planning programs. 


Contraceptive programs ‘‘have increased sexual 
permissiveness and promoted irresponsible conduct with grave 
consequences, especially for the education of youth and the 
dignity of women,’’ the pope told Rafael M. Salas, executive 
director of the U.N. Fund for Population Activities. : 


Salas is also secretary general of the 1984 International 
Conference on Population to be held in Mexico City in August. 


“The very notion of responsible parenthood’’ has been 
violated by distributing contraceptives to adolescents, Pope John 
Paul said at an audience with Salas. 


The pope said that such programs often have led ‘‘to the 
practice of sterilization and abortion, financed by governments 
and international organizations.’’ 


He acknowledged that ‘‘the decision to have and raise children 
is not always easy and often occasions sacrifice.’’ 


‘“*The Church is realistically aware of this,’’ he said. 


The pope said married couples have the right to make a ‘‘free, 
informed and mutual decision regarding the spacing of births 
and the size of the family.’’ 

The decision should be based on prayer and ‘‘morally 
acceptable methods of spacing and limiting births,’’ he said. 

Church teaching rejects artificial birth control and encourages 
natural family planning, a method of birth control which depends 
on determining the time during a month when a woman is most 
or least likely to become pregnant.

Q. According to the 1983 Code of Canon Law, could it be 
considered wrong to send our daughter to a public 
elementary school even though our parish has an elementary 
school of its own? L.S. 


A. One of the best features of the 1983 Code of Canon Law is. 
the clear statement of many of the laity’s rights and duties. 
Concerning Christian education, the Code says: ‘‘...parents 
have a most serious obligation and enjoy the right to educate 
(their children); therefore Christian parents are especially to care 
for the Christian education of their children according to the 
teaching handed on by the Church.”’ (c. 226, §2) The law then 
specifies this right and obligation: ‘‘It is necessary that parents 
enjoy true freedom in selecting schools...’’ (c. 797) Yet another 
canon reads: ‘‘Parents are to entrust their children to those 
schools in which Catholic education is provided; but if they are 
unable to do this, they are bound to provide for their suitable 
Catholic education outside the schools.’’ (¢.798) 


One of the main obligations for Christian parents toward their 
children, then, is to provide them with a Christian education. 
Catholic parents are to provide a Catholic education. In the 1917 
Code of Canon Law, Catholic parents were restricted in the 
fulfillment of this obligation. The 1983 Code tries to emphasize 
the serious responsiblility of parents to provide for the religious 
education of their children. It is recommended that children be 
enrolled in Catholic schools where possible. When this is not 
possible (and the law does not identify how this may be 
impossible), the obligation to provide religious training is, 
nonetheless, still very much operative. 

Failure to enroll one’s children in a Catholic school cannot be — 
considered wrong, even if such school is within the territory of 
one’s parish. For a variety of reasons, enrollment may be 
impossible; the tuition may be too expensive: there may be 
transportation problems; the public school may offer a 
significantly better ‘‘magnet’’ program. However, no matter 
where one enrolls the children, one is still bound by the 
obligation to provide them with a good and serious Catholic 
religious education.

Once again there have been a number of deaths and 
serious illnesses among our extended community of 
friends and relatives, and I have found myself involved in 
those rather pointless discussions of comparative difficulty 
or grief with which it seems we seek to console ourselves 
when faced with questions of life and death. 


Is it, for instance, less traumatic to deal with sudden 
death or the long lingering terminal illness of someone we 
love? Is it easier to face the death of a severely 
handicapped child than to love and serve him or her 
through whatever life span may remain? 


WE WERE not talking about the person concerned in 
this case, but thosé who will continue to live out their lives 
after the person’s death. Does the grief of sudden loss 
seem more rapidly and effectively dealt with than the slow 
attrition of grief protracted over several months — 
perhaps years — watching the one we love gradually 
relinquish grasp on life? 

It is not an easy question to resolve — if, in fact, it is 
possible to come to any really valid resolution. Every 
circumstance is different. Every person is different. When 
death comes it does not seem to matter whether one was 
‘“‘prepared’’ or not. The impact of someone’s death upon 
us comes as freshly after a period of expectation as in total 
surprise. 


But there are differences in that with expected death, 
we are allowed time to make good past omissions of love

and service, to give the commitment that should be 
habitual,to us but seldom is. We are, so to speak, given 
time to redeem ourselves. Painful and, indeed, heart- 
rending as it is to witness the suffering of one we love, we 
can console ourselves with the realization that we are 
doing all we can for him or her at that time, and can rise 
to heights of self-donation and truly selfless love. 


SUDDEN DEATH leaves us off balance. There are 
always things we could have done better; love we could 
have given more freely; interest and concern we could 
have lavished more freely; understanding we could have 
given more time to; listening we could have done with 
more awareness. But we are left with no opportunity for 
redemption where that particular person is concerned. 
Hopefully we may learn to be more present to other 
people and more generous with our love, but for that one 
person, the opportunity is lost and that can sometimes be 
very hard to accept. 


On the other hand, there are many small deaths along 
the way of long illness. There are the times of intense 
suffering for the dying person which perhaps are harder 
for us to bear than the final grief because although there is 
the same sense of helplessness — of being apart and 
excluded from the experience of the one we love — in the 
one instance nothing is resolved and the pain will very 
likely continue or recur. The feelings of grief are stretched 
out — sometimes beyond what we feel we can endure. 


If we have experienced only sudden deaths of people we 
care about, we may quite likely shudder at the thought of 
having to face the fact of death for many months before it 
actually occurs. If we have kept vigil with a dying love we 
may recoil from the idea of sudden, unprepared loss. 


IT DOES not really make one or the other éasier to 
bear. We discuss these things much as we discuss 
anything which stirs sleeping fears — in an effort to draw 
their venom and feel braver or more adequate. We are all 
amateurs when it comes to death and dying. We are all 
cowardly when it comes to losing those we love and who 
love us. 


Whichever way such loss comes to us it is a heart- 
wrenching and deeply changing event. Their death 
diminishes us even as it strengthens and regenerates us. 
To know how deeply we can be moved and torn by love 
for someone else — and death and dying are very 
instructive of this — is always a source of growth. To 
realize how often we have missed the mark in our usual 
way of loving is a conversion ‘experience of immense 
value, but one which is never easy. 


Whether such realizations come to us abruptly and 
finally or more gently though no less painfully, with the 
opportunity to make amends, the end effect is the same. 
Our lovers move into a dimension alien to us in our 
present awareness and we have to cope with that in our 
own way, in confidence in God’s unfailing wisdom. 


Fathering: A man who fills the image 


Every so often a beautiful story comes my way, one that 
begs to be shared with readers because of the love 
portrayed. It is such a story I bring you as a Father’s Day 
gift. 


I met Fr. J.B. Christensen in Halifax last year and 
discovered that this priest was presently legal guardian to 
his fourth ‘adopted’ son. When I asked him to share his 
experiences with me, he sent a six-page, single-spaced 
letter full of stories of parent-teacher conferences, police 
visits, and sleepless nights. 


‘WHAT DO you tell a boy whose mother is an 
alcoholic and he’s sitting there crying his eyes out because 
he came home expecting to see her sober and finds her 
soused to the gills and he doesn’t know what to do. And 
you know that if he stays in that environment much 
-longer, he’s going to turn out the same way. 


“What can a priest living in a rectory with other men 
do? Well, here’s what I did in early July, 1977. I said, and 
I meant it, ‘If I had my own parish, I’d adopt you 
myself,’ and it wasn’t more than two weeks later that the 
archbishop called me in and asked if I would become 
parish priest in a seacoast town called Liverpool. My first

The press and broadcast media, who are assuming the 
task of saying what issues count, have become a board of 
review to declare what is ‘‘important,’’ what is not.

They did not have 
media appeal, i.e., the issues which they discussed were 
not ‘‘controversial.”’ 


THESE MEDIA personages will determine what are 
the real matters facing churchgoers: women’s issues, 
ordination of women, nuns and priests in or out of 
politics. They will not address the problem of a growing 
religious illiteracy — the lack of basic and fundamental 
information about their faith by churchgoers. (‘‘Let’s

“‘That’s how it all began. John came with me to 
Liverpool and became known as Father’s son.

You will not read or hear stories about the many 
Catholics turning to prayer in greater numbers or those 
returning to the spirit of penance.

No major media broadcast center will 
tell the stories of those who view abortion as the taking of 
an innocent life, for that is an unpopular view. But find a 
Catholic who says he is ‘‘pro-choice’’ and see the 
headlines.

Believers become so busy defending themselves against 
the media elite’s version of what they think we should be, 
that there is no time or opportunity to tell the stories 
which we believe to be true. The best kept media secret is 
that there is a remarkable number of women and men in 
the modern world seeking to live out a life in accordance 
with what they see as God’s will for them and God’s 
demands of them, even if they do not make the news.

BAY PARK — Just as God’s creation 
came from looking into a void and 
imagining, so young adults need to ‘‘face 
the emptiness,’’ dream a dream and then 
set to work, a priest said at ‘‘Snakebite 
II,’’ a young adult day. 


Father Paul Ojibway, S.A., was 
keynote speaker at the June 9 gathering at 
St. Mary Magdalene hall. About 75 
young adults attended the event 
sponsored by the diocesan Department of 
Educational Ministry. 


A DREAM ‘“‘may change us...and we 
may look like fools, even to ourselves, but 
we have to stay with it,’’ said Father 
Ojibway, founding president of the 
National Catholic Young Adult Ministry 
Association. 


Healthy growth is not possible without 
a dream, he said. The energy put into a 
dream will affect its success, he said, but 
most people proceed in ‘‘fits and starts.”’ 


Many young adults have ‘‘a vague 
sense of self in the adult world’’ and have 
‘either a ‘‘heroic’’ or ‘‘mundane’’ vision 
for themselves, the priest said, quoting 
The Seasons of a Man’s Life by D. J. 


Levinson. 


HIS TALK centered on stages in 
young adult life, because ‘‘to look at our 
transitions as young adults is vitally 
important.”’ 


The major task of everyone from 
17-33 is forming these: a dream and 
giving it a place in the life structure, 
mentor relationships; an occupation; love 
relationships, marriage and family. 


ALL YOUNG adults’ greatest fear is 
the future, he said. They tend to 
“‘overstimulate’’ to avoid dealing with the 
issues. But, ‘‘there’s nothing wrong if 
we’re not happy...that’s part of life. 
People don’t want to be anything but 
happy, successful, well-liked, thin,’’ he 
said. 


Prayer, silence, Communion and 
retreats can give young adults a time to 
appreciate where they have been and 
where they want to go, he said. 


Those from 17-22 are ending one part 
of life and starting another. ‘‘We attempt 
to form a basis for living in the adult 
world before becoming a part of it — 
hence, the struggle.’’ 


JUST AS 17- to 22-year-olds are 
beginning to break away from their 
parents, many see the institutional 
Church as ‘‘the last parent any of us 
need. It’s Holy Mother Church and you 
say ‘Bye Mom,’ ”’ he said. Their own 
spirituality begins with “‘that struggle to 
come to terms with our own self and 
values,’’ he said.

a life structure.’’ They tend to explore 
options and avoid commitment. 


FROM 22-28, the Levinson work said, 
is a time to come to term with 
relationships. ‘“The problem of so many 
young adults is a real fear or reluctance to 
deal with any of those issues except in a 
time of crisis...Our society does not deal 
well with needs.

Man of La Mancha opens

Tom Rusch brought Man of La 
Mancha to the El Cortez Hotel last 
Sunday evening. The cast of 18 (his 
Covenant Ark regulars), including 
Rusch, who alternated between the 
imprisoned poet Cervantes and his tragi- 
comic knight-errant Don Quixote, turned 
out a first-rate performance. 


Haying seen the original Broadway 
show 20 years ago (it was actually off- 
Broadway in a steel ‘“‘tent’’ in New 
York’s Greenwich Village), the one with 
Richard Kiley in the lead, I had my 
doubts if Rusch and company could pull 
this off. They did. 

THIS WAS theatre in the round, with 
tables for two or four in the Cortez’ 
intimate Don Room becoming almost an 
extension of the small stage, actually a 
series of ramps suggesting everything 
from a dank dungeon to the courtyard of 
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an inn: 


Rusch was superb in his dual roles, and 
notable in the cast were Tymm Telford as 
his very practical. squire, Sancho, and 
Judith Rieck as the tarnished Aldonza, 
elevated by the Don to noble lady, her 
dirty dishrag adorning ‘his golden battle 
helmet, in reality a barber’s shaving 
bowl. 


Piano and percussion provided the 
musical accompaniment, and the creative 
use of lighting and strong staging 
effectively created’ the illusion of an 
Inquisition dungeon. 


THE MOVE to permanent 
headquarters in the El Cortez is a new 
venture for Rusch, and caps his own 
search to fulfill, like Don Quixote, ‘‘the 
impossible dream,”’ he said. 


(Man of La Mancha will run for the 
next several weekends, and is the first of 
many productions, hopes Rusch, that will 
be used by church and other groups as 
dinner-theater fundraisers.)

I am thinking back a hundred 
years to a woman I never knew. 
But she isan indispensable link 
in my own human history.

We call this communion the 
“communion of saints.’’ And 
we're talking about sanctity writ- 
ten in the flesh and realities of 
human life, not sculpted in 
plaster. 

As I glance backward in time, I 
see a woman who is for me a 
symbol of determination. 

On rare occasions I heard her 
discussed when I was young: on 
screened-in porches by women 
with long sleeves and lace cuffs, 
and by men with white shoes, 
rounded collars and suspenders. 

To my mother she was 
“Mama,” never anything else. 

To my father, who spoke of 
her with awe in his voice, she 


was always ‘‘Mrs. Woods.” 

And to the others in the fami- 
ly, when they thought that the 
small fry were in bed, she was 
“one of those Byron women.” 

She was strong to the point of 
being tough, ambitious and ag- 
gressive for herself and her fami- 
ly, and successful in her ambi- 
tions. Her father was a sad- 
dlemaker. Her brother was in- 
Custer’s army. And I am left with 
the impression that she could 
have faced broncos and the wild 
West with a cool head. 

She saved and managed and ac- 
complished one of her goals — a 
handsome new house with por- 
ches and gables. For her, the 
center of the house was the large 
kitchen where she and her sisters 
gathered to cook, to can foods, 
to bake and to plan. 

The kitchen’s principal orna- 
ment was a large wooden clock. 
I don’t know what it was like. 
But I do know that for grand- 
mother the clock represented a 
departure from a pattern, a lux- 
ury in a world in which extra 
money was better put into land 
and investments. 

Her wedding had been quite an 
event. But ever since then life 
had been careful and planned. 

The town where the family liv- 
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those Byron women 


ed had no church. Sunday Mass 
meant a seven-mile trip, first by 
foot and then, with better days, 
by carriage. But through grand- 
mother’s efforts the archbishop 
agreed to permit the founding of 
a parish in her town. She set 
about raising the money for the 
new church. In the meantime she 
rented a local store for Sunday 
Mass. 

And that is where my image of 
her comes in. The new church, 
temporary though it would be, 
still needed all the appointments 
that were part of decent worship. 
Most of all, it needed a taber- 
nacle for the Blessed Sacrament. 
In those days before frequent 
Communion became the rule, an 
individual’s piety focused much 
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more than it often does today on 
the Body of Christ reserved in 
the tabernacle and exposed for 
public adoration on special 
occasions. 

The search for a tabernacle 
ended where it had begun, in her 
kitchen. For grandmother sacrific- 
ed her principal luxury, her kit- 
chen clock. 

She removed the works inside, 
renewed the exterior and lined it 
with material from her wedding 
dress. That symbol of grace and 
luxury was cut and snipped to fit 
the shape ofthe clock and the 
material was fixed into place.

What are saints like? Grand- 
mother was determined not 
sweet, aggressive not gentle, am- 
bitious not humble, and suc- 
cessful. in the ways of the world. 
If anyone had ever suggested that 
she was saintly, both she and all 
who knew her would have 
thought the person daft. 

But somewhere in that com- 
plex of strength and ambition 
was a very real faith. And she - 
was determined to hand it down 
to her children. She had the mis- 
sionary’s determination that the 
faith she had received would 
continue into the generations to 
come. 

As I follow the roots of my 
faith back a hundred years, this is 
a woman I meet. She was quite 
determined, a person who might 
not have fit some images of what 
a saint is like. But it seems that 
the God who gave grandmother 
her determination and made it ef- 
fective in her life is capable of 
writing s-a-n-c-t-i-t-y in quite 
amazing ways.

The ‘‘communion of saints’’ is a 
grand image for the bond among 
Christians, Lawrence Cunningham 
said. “It reminds us that every 
Christian is striving to be a ‘saint 
— a word packed with more 
meaning than people suspect. 

The term reminds Christians 
that they “‘live in solidarity with a 
whole Christian tradition, with 
those who lived before us and 
those living now,”’ he said. 

“It shows we are part of a bond 
larger than our life in a particular 
parish, in a particular town, at a 
particular time,” said Cunningham, 
a religious studies professor at Flo- 
rida’s Tallahassee State University. 

He pointed out that in the early 
church “‘saints were living Chris- 
tians.” The terms “‘saints’’ and 
“believers” were almost identical 
in meaning. For St. Paul, the 
“saints”? meant “‘all believers true 
to the person of Christ.”’ 

Jesuit Father Karl Rahner liked 
to say the “saints are people who 
teach us that Christianity can be 
lived out in this or that particular 
way which hadn’t been thought of 
before,’ Cunningham said. He 
then related the story of Franz 
Jagerstatter, an Austrian peasant. 
During the early part of World 
War II Jagerstatter refused to be 
inducted into the German army. 
He considered Hitler’s cause im- 
moral and was jailed. 

Partly because of his respon- 
sibilities as a married man, the 
whole village was against him, 
Cunningham said, ‘and many peo- 
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ple tried to change his mind.” But 
Jagerstatter persisted and eventual- 
ly was executed. 

Jagerstatter “‘is impressive, so- 
meone the ordinary guy in the 
pew” can identify with, Cunn- 
ingham said. Having received a 
genuine insight from his reading 


discover the depths of meaning in 
the communion of saints. 

In the Mass we “‘pray for our 
individual needs, for the needs of 
the universal church, and for the 
needs of the living and the dead,” 
Cunningham explained. These 
prayers remind us that our Chris- 


tian ties embrace all followers of 
Christ, on earth and beyond. 


of the Gospels, Jagerstatter stood 
firm. ““That’s kind of rare.’’ the 
Florida professor commented. 

Cunningham contrasted the ex- 
ample provided by Mother Teresa 
of Calcutta and the late Ar- 2 
chbishop of San Salvador, Oscar 
Romero. These two leaders are 
considered by many to be modern 
saints, he explained. 

Mother Teresa “shows that you 
can lead a beautiful life doing very 
traditional things,’ Cunningham 
said. It ““wouldn’t have made a 
darn bit of difference to her if she 
lived 500 years ago or today. 
She’d still be doing the same 
thing,” he said. She would nurse 
the dying and care for outcasts. 

Archbishop Romero ‘“‘was much 
more political and shows a dif- 
ferent way of reaching sanctity,” 
Cunningham said. The archbishop 
took “‘risky’’ stands to promote 
the cause of social justice. But the 
price he paid was high, the pro- 
fessor commented. 

Archbishop Romero was assass- 
inated while saying Mass one day 
in 1980. Today people in El 
Salvador revere “him as a martyr 
for the faith,” Cunningham added. 

Cunningham remarked that the 
term “communion of saints’ in 
the Creed dates back many cen- 
turies. He thinks that the words of 
the Mass can help Christians

any absolute answer to those 
ponderings. Still, for me, looking 
at the saints can provide some 
clues. Looking at someone who 
seems saintlike, listening to the 
person, maybe even touching the 
person, can provide insight to 
what Jesus might have been like ~ 
as a woman, or a black, or a 
Hispanic. 

Christians are called to live the 
“Christ-life’’ in the particular cir- 
cumstances in which they find 
themselves. Each Christian has 
the potential to be the hands, 
heart and presence of Christ to 
others. But because the task is - 
difficult, many get sidetracked. 

The image of God’s love with 
a human face is seldom seen ex- 
cept in a blurred and confused 
way in the real world. 

But throughout history many 
people have tried to bring to life 
St. Paul’s comment: “I live now 
not I but Christ lives in me.”’ 

That’s a reason why Christians 
cherish saints, past and present. 
The saints mirror the image of 
God’s love to us. As we look in- 
to the eyes of a saint or recall the 
memory of a saint from another 
era, we encounter Christ looking 
back. These disciples of Jesus, 
from every century, culture, race, 
gender and life circumstance, 
have responded in sometimes 
amazing ways to the work of the 
Spirit in them. 


St. Maximilian Kolbe is one 
such person for me. He is the 
Franciscan priest martyred at 
Auschwitz in May 1941. He 
volunteered to die in place of a 


Polish soldier who had a wife 
and two children. 

It is difficult to say why his act 
of selflessness affects me so 
strongly. Perhaps because it bears 
the hope — in an age in which 
torture and death are refined 
technologies in many countries 
— that the Spirit of Christ still 
causes compassion to bloom in 
people. 

Or perhaps it is because the ac- 
tion of this saint holds out an 
ideal of the priesthood in which 
a minister literally lays down his 
life for the people...represented 
in this case by a family. 

I find Maximilian Kolbe tugging 
at my soul because in a world of 
hype and broken promises, I can 
sense God’s creative energy 
bringing value and meaning into 
the heart of the modern 
nightmares. 

I need saints, and Maximilian 
Kolbe in particular, to help me 
make sense out of contemporary 
absurdities. 

Every society in the human 
family needs heroes, people who 
embody the values, ideals and 
aspirations of a particular people. 

The saints do this for the 
Catholic community — and _ 
more. They represent a dramatic 
act of God in the course of 
history and life. Through our lov- 
ing retelling of their dramas, we 
can touch Christ.

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“One hundred three Korean 
martyrs are among the church’s 
newest canonized saints. The | 
canonization of these martyrs 
from a troubled and divided na- 
tion in the Far East took place 
this spring when Pope John Paul 
II visited South Korea. 

The ceremony in Korea mark- 
ed the first time in modern 
church history that a canoniza- 
tion occurred outside Rome. 

There are many interesting 
stories of these Catholics mar- 
tyred in the 1800s during a time 
of persecution in Korea. Many — 
47 women and 45 men — were 
lay people, involved in many dif- 
ferent occupations. 

One martyr, Father Andreas 
Kim, was Korea’s first native 
priest. He was beheaded in 1846. 

Ten of the martyrs were 
missionaries. 

A factory worker named Pro- 
tasius Chong earned his daily liv- 
ing by weaving ropes out of 
straw. He was baptized around 
the age of 30 and took an active 
role in promoting Christianity by 
providing housing for Catholics 
in rural areas when they came to

was arrested in 1839, put in jail 
and tortured. ;

retract his renunciation. Once 
again Chong was imprisonéd and 
beaten. He died from his injuries 
at the age of 41. 

Now, once a year, people 
throughout the world will recall 
the stories of these newly 
canonized saints. The Korean 
martyrs’ feast day will be 
celebrated Sept. 20. 

These saints are valued for a 
number of reasons, Pope John 
Paul II indicated during the 
canonization. For one thing, their 
undying spirit sustains the Chris- 
tians in ‘“‘the church of silence”’ 
of North Korea, the pope said. 
Little is known of what has hap- 
pened to the Christians of that 
region under communist rule. 

In South Korea, the pope 
noted, the church is growing 
rapidly today. He said that is 
“the fruit of the heroic witness 
of the martyrs.” 

The martyrs are ancestors of 
the Korean people in two ways, 
said the pope. They are ancestors 
“according to the flesh, language 
and culture.’ But they also are 
“‘vour fathers and mothers in the 
faith.” 

And they point to the whole 
history of the 200-year-old 
church in Korea — ‘‘a communi- 
ty unique in the history of the 
church by reason of the fact that 
it was founded entirely by lay 
people,” the pope commented. 

For the church, he added, 
these martyrs are like leaven.

while there he was named an honorary 
papal prelate, with the title of Monsignor. 
From January to May of this year, Msgr. 
Purcell was on sabbatical leave in South 
America, studying Spanish language and 
culture at the Maryknoll Language 
Institute in Bolivia. 


Msgr. Purcell is expected to begin his 
duties in Rome by September. The North 
American College is officially known as 
the American College of the Roman 
Catholic Church of the United States, 
and was founded by Pope Pius IX; it will 
mark its 125th anniversary in October. 
There are currently 184 undergraduate 
students representing 78 U.S. dioceses 
preparing for ordination at the college;

neighborhoods, but Pitarro has found San 
Diego neighborhoods to be ‘‘more 
mixed.’’ Parishioners of St. Michael’s 
include Guamanians, Filipinos, 
Hispanics and others, he said. 

He is of Italian descent but considers 
himself an ‘‘American with an Italian 
background,” not an Italian-American. 


He is a Catholic, he said, because ‘‘of 
my belief that was drilled into me by my 
parents.’’ As a youth he was impressed 
when he saw his elders ‘‘shed many tears 
in various processions in church or in 
different festivities of the Catholic faith.’’ 


PITARRO CONSIDERS Jesus a 
‘‘prophet’’ whose teachings must be 


believed. ‘‘He was the original prophet in 
my book. He was a man who traveled all 
over the world prophesying His 
faith.

the essential elements of Religious life, Archbishop Quinn 


vigorously rejected that view in response to questions 


following his talk. 


Dominican Mother Assumpta Long from Nashville, 
Tenn., who was to be a featured speaker two days later, 
opened the question-answer session by referring to a 
document addressed to U.S. Religious, Essential Elements 
of Religious Life. It was issued by the Vatican last year 
when the Quinn commission was appointed. 

SHE SUGGESTED to the archbishop that ‘‘the 
majority of (U.S.) Religious do not consider Essential 
Elements to be essential.’’ 


“I don’t have the same impression,’’ Archbishop 
Quinn responded. 

“‘The Holy Father in his letter (establishing the 
commission) said that the essential elements are lived in 
different ways in different institutes (Religious orders),’’ 
he said. The pope also said that they are lived in different 
ways ‘‘in different cultures,’’ he added. 


“THE. DIFFICULTY is not whether they are 
essential,’’ said Archbishop Quinn, ‘‘but how to live 


them in different ways and still be within’’ what the - 


Church wants from Religious. 


Jesuit Father John Hardon, another featured speaker 
later in the meeting, asked Archbishop Quinn whether 
“fone of the main reasons’’ behind the papally mandated 
study ‘‘is that so many institutes have ‘de facto’ departed 
from Essential Elements.’’ 


The archbishop answered that he did not view his role 
as ‘‘an accusatory one,’’ but rather one of helping the 
U.S. bishops carry out a work ‘‘of service to the great 
body of Religious who are in fact faithful to the Church.”’ 


ANOTHER AUDIENCE member, who did not 
identify herself, pressed the question, saying it was her 
“feeling that many Religious do not intend to do what the 
Holy Father has asked us to do,’’ and a fourth asked 
whether the ‘‘very serious situation in the United States”’ 
was not a bigger ‘‘problem than we think.”’ 


Archbishop Quinn granted that ‘‘there are some, yes,”’ 
who are opposing Church norms, ‘‘but that is not the 
great, large body.’’ The vast majority of some 150,000 
U.S. Religious is ‘‘very devoted to the Church’’ and 
doing ‘‘what the Church wants us to do,”’ he said. 


“‘T do not ever want to skirt problems,”’ he said, but he 
did not feel that the primary purpose of the papally 
mandated study was to root out deviations and suppress 
them. ‘‘I don’t think the Holy Father wants us to go that 
way; it’s not the way I want to live.”’ 


HE CITED the Gospel parable of the farmer telling his 
workers to let the weeds grow along with the wheat 
because weeding would destroy the wheat as well. 


One of the fundamental convictions of his faith, he 
said, is that what is good will triumph in the end. 


While he acknowledged that there were problems 
among U.S. Religious, Archbishop Quinn’s approach 
stood in sharp contrast to that taken later by Mother 
Long, who declared that ‘‘for almost a fourth of a century 
we have been in a cycle of decline — the sap has run 
dry.... The entire Western world is aware of the 
phenomenon of disintegration of Religious houses: 
cloisters abandoned or transformed into secular domiciles 
in secular cities, confrontations, contestations and 
dissent.’’ 


SHE SAID that women Religious ‘‘must be included 
as an important portion’’ of what Pope Paul VI once 
referred to sorrowfully as the ‘‘critics in the ranks’’ of the 
Church. 


Referring to recent decades of experimentation and 
confusion as ‘‘the worst of times,’’ Mother Long said that

now ‘‘the ambiguities are gone. The question that 
Religious must answer today is, ‘To be or not to be.’ ”’ 


IN A speech Archbishop Rosalio Castillo Lara, head of 
the Pontifical Commission for the Authentic 
Interpretation of the Code of Canon Law, outlined what 
the new Code of Canon Law says regarding the public, 
ecclesial nature of consecrated life in Religious orders. 


He said that while ‘‘Religious life is not on the same 
level as the Church’s hierarchical structure...it is 
nonetheless essential’’ to the life of the Church. 


Archbishop Castillo Lara cited language in the new 
code to show that the Church respects each Religious 
institute’s ‘‘charismatic originality’? and autonomy. At 
the same time, he said, the ‘‘true autonomy’’ of Religious 
orders is not ‘‘absolute independence,’’ because 
Religious consecration is a ‘‘public witness’’ in the name 
of and within the Church. 


WHEN RELIGIOUS superiors receive the vows of a 
member, they do so not simply in their own name or the 
name of the order, but in the name of the Church, he 
said. 


The Church’s approval of a Religious institute gives it 
a specific public and ecclesial character, and _ this 
differentiates Religious from the laity, said Archbishop 
Castillo Lara. 

Even though every apostolate of laypersons is carried 
out under the authority of the diocesan bishop, it “‘is 
private and remains such,”’ he said. 

‘SON THE other hand,”’ he said, ‘‘the apostolate of 
Religious is invested, as it were, with an official character, 


because it is carried out ‘nomine ecclesiae,’ in the name of 


> the Church.... In one word: The apostolate of Religious, 


if it is to remain faithful to its nature, cannot be that of 
free-lancers, but must enter into the mainstream of the 
mission proper to the institute and the mandate received 
from the Church.’’ 


Father James O’Connor, theology professor at the New 
York archdiocesan seminary in Dunwoodie, N.Y., called 
for a return to a more traditional theology of the Church 
in a speech following Archbishop Castillo Lara’s address. 


He said that a single book, Jesuit Father Avery Dulles’ 
Models of the Church, has shaped the way American 
Catholics think about the Church today. This in turn has 
shaped thinking about Religious life because Religious 
life is so fundamentally an ecclesial reality, he said. 


WHILE NOT directly criticizing Father Dulles’ 
theology, Father O’Connor said that in fact people have 
used the various models for ‘‘polemics and slogans’’ to 
attack other people’s understandings of the Church. 


‘*An ecclesiology is needed which will supersede the 
dichotomizing way of thinking in which the ‘models 
approach’ to ecclesiology has dead-ended,”’’ he said. _ 

As an alternative he suggested ‘‘a return to an older, 
more traditional ecclesiology’’ that focuses on the four 
notes or marks of the Church, ‘‘one, holy, catholic and 
apostolic.’’ 

OTHER SPEAKERS at the meeting included Bishop 
Glennon P. Flavin of Lincoln, Neb., who is president of 


the Institute on Religious Life, and James F. Hitchcock, a. 


professor of history at St. Louis University. 


Bishop praises new Border Patrol policy 


STOCKTON, Calif. (NC) — Bishop Roger Mahony 
of Stockton has praised a U.S. Border Patrol 
announcement that its agents will be given life-saving 
instruction and carry life-saving equipment. 

Bishop Mahony had repeatedly called for agents to 
carry life-saving equipment. Since 1974 12 farmworkers 
were drowned in California waterways while fleeing 
Border Patrol agents. 

THE BORDER Patrol announced its decision to 
provide life-saving training and equipment at the end of 
April. 

“I am very pleased that the cries of our farmworkers 
have been heard and that the dangerous pursuit of 
farmworkers near waterways will be minimized,’’ said

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Bishop Mahony. ‘‘With well-trained Border Patrol 
agents, and with well-equipped vehicles, drownings 
should now bea tragic story of the past.” 


He added, ‘‘It is regrettable that 12 fine young men 
had to die in order to bring about these changes.”’ 


BISHOP MAHONY led a candlelight procession in 
February to commemorate the farmworkers who died and 
to call for changes in Border Patrol tactics. He also has 
met with Border Patrol officials and members of Congress 
to press for reforms within the Border Patrol. 


Bishop Mahony has been named to the newly created 
advisory council of the Western Region of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service. The council will 
offer recommendations to the INS on issues of concern 
within the region. The Border Patrol is an enforcement 
agency under the INS.

life stance, said a straight-faced Hudson:

January right to life dinner every year 
(where he and Father Martin McGovern 
become McGovern and Bauer for one 
evening).

Murder probe promised 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (NC) — El Salvador’s 
new attorney general, a leading member of the right-wing 
ARENA party, has promised a thorough investigation 
into the 1980 murder of Archbishop Oscar Romero of San 
Salvador. 


“I am not going to hide anything in the investigations 
under my control as attorney general,’’ said Jose 
Francisco Guerrero, 47, who was elected attorney general 
by the National Assembly June 5. 


ARCHBISHOP ROMERO was gunned down on 
March 24, 1980, as he celebrated Mass in a San Salvador 
hospital chapel. No suspects were arrested in the killings 
and Church officials have complained. that ‘no serious 
investigation of the crime ever was launched. 


Members of El Salvador’s right-wing political groups — 
have been accused by a former U.S. ambassador to El 
Salvador, Robert White, and others of plotting the 
archbishop’s murder. White told a congressional 
subcommittee that he believed Roberto D’Aubuisson, 
ARENA’s recent presidential candidate, ‘‘planned and 
ordered”’ the slaying. 

Archbishop Romero was an outspoken critic of human 
rights violations by El Salvador’s government. He also 
criticized control of the country’s economic and political 


life by a small class of wealthy landholders. 


SEVERAL MONTHS after the assassination, 
D’Aubuisson, an ex-intelligence officer, said the 
archbishop had been duped by the Communists.

Precisiones pastorales sobre la Confirmacion - 


por el P. Rubén Fuentes 


Tal vez sea la Confirmacién el mds controvertido de los 
7 sacramentos admitidos como tales por la Iglesia 
Catolica. Y esto, porque a través de su historia, no sdlo se 
ha discutido mucho sobre cual sea el ministro indicado 
para administrarlo (si el presbitero, ademds del obispo), 


- sobre la edad mds apta que deba tener la persona que lo 


recibe (si todavia infante o llegado al uso de razon), sino 
también se ha puesto en duda o negado su misma 
instituci6n divina. Importante es, entonces, preguntarnos 
aqui: podriamos dar una respuesta comprensiva, es decir, 
pastoral, a estas cuestiones? Los puntos tratados a 
continuacién persiguen este objetivo. 


1. Institucién divina. Hasta Martin Lutero (siglo 
XVI), no se habia puesto en duda la institucién divina de 
la Confirmacién. El padre de la reforma protestante 
viendo que la Confirmacidn no gozaba del apoyo directo 
de las palabras de Cristo, como era el caso del Bautismo 
Jn 3, 5y Mt 28, 19) y la Eucaristfa (I Cor 11, 23-26; Mt 
26, 26-29; Mt 14, 22-25; Le 22, 19-20), lo calificé de 
“‘vana ceremonia,”’ lo negd como sacramento y, por lo 
mismo, que Cristo lo hubiera instituido. Sin embargo, la 
Iglesia Catdlica sostiene su institucién por Cristo. Pero; 
éen que textos del Nuevo Testamento se funda? 
Ciertamente no se va'a encontrar un texto en el que 
Cristo diga: ‘‘Hoy voy a insitutir el sacramento de la 
Confirmacién.’’ Mas, hay que aceptar que el mismo 
Nuevo Testamento nos ensefia el que los Apostoles 
dedujeron su institucién divina del comportamiento 
mismo de Cristo, en efecto, la Confirmacién no es sino el 
sacramento del Espiritu Santo; ahora bien, Cristo insistié 
mucho sobre el Espiritu Santo: no sdlo se los promete a 
sus Apdstoles (Jn 15, 26-27; Hech 1, 5) sino también se 
los da (Jn 20,22; Hech 2, 1-4). Los Apéstoles, siguiendo 
este comportamiento de Jestis descubren que es su 
intencién divina el que, aparte del Bautismo, reciban 
todos los nuevos discipulos de Cristo una nueva y especial 
infusion del Espiritu Santo; y es por eso que ellos emplean 
para darlo la accién externa de la ‘‘imposicién de las 
manos’’ (Hech 8, 14-17 y 19, 5-7). En este sentido Cristo 
instituye este sacramento, en cuanto que quiere que se 
haga una donacién especial del Espiritu Santo, y deja alos 
Apéstoles el que ellos manifiesten esta su intencidn divina 
comunicaridolo por medio de la ‘‘imposicién de las 
manos.’’ Posteriormente la Iglesia hard uso de esta 
libertad para comunicar el Espiritu Santo, empleando, 


‘unas veces la imposicién de las manos, otras veces la 


imposicién de las manos acompafiada con uncidn de 
aceite, otras empleando la sola uncion. éComo se 
administra hoy dia? Hay una carta apostdlica del Papa 
Pablo VI llamada: ‘‘Consortes de la naturaleza divina,”’

numerous, powerful and sophisticated 
weapons shows that there is a desire to be 
ready for war.”’ 


‘““BEING READY means being able to 
start it, and also means taking the risk 
that sometime, somewhere, somehow, 
someone can set in motion general 
destruction,’’ the message continues. “‘It 
must be our solemn wish for the children 
of all the nations on earth to make such 
catastrophes impossible.”’ 


Father McCullough said the spot 
attempts to capture the heart of the pope’s 
message at the United Nations in 1979 
and is consistent with his frequent 
addresses concerning nuclear issues. 


The pope ‘‘has really been powerful on 
this issue as a world leader,’’ he said. ‘‘In 
May he came out in support of a nuclear 
freeze.”’ 


IN A telegram released May 23, Pope 
John Paul supported a May 22 
declaration by governmental leaders from 
India, Mexico, Tanzania, Sweden, 
Greece and Argentina calling for a halt in 
nuclear weapons testing, production and 
deployment. 


‘‘The spot is going to draw attention to 
the Church as teacher and messenger of a 
certain concept of peace,’’ Father 
McCullough | said.

Gary Potter, president of the 
Washington-based Catholics for 
Christian Political Action, called the spot 
a ‘‘cynical manipulation of the viewer’s 
emotions and the pope’s message.”’ 


HE SAID it ‘‘goes farther than 
advocating a (nuclear) freeze. Its message 
constitutes an attack on our national 
defense policy of deterrence, which the 
pope has said is morally acceptable.’’ 


Potter is organizing a national letter- 
writing campaign to Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, the Holy See’s pronuncio to the 
United States, to protest the USCC 
action. 

Msgr. Daniel Hoye, general secretary 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops and the USCC, said he believes

misrepresented the pope’s position ‘‘have 
never read the pope’s talk or haven’t read 
it completely.”’ 


HE SAID the pope has qualified his 
acceptance of deterrence ‘‘quite 
forcefully’? in the U.N. address and in 
subsequent talks, a qualification which 
the U.S. bishops incorporated into their 
pastoral letter. 


“Tt is a_ strictly conditioned 
acceptance,’’ Msgr. Hoye said. ‘‘For the 
present time, deterrence is an acceptable 
policy but not a long-term solution.’’ 


“You cannot possibly nuance the 
position in a 60-second TV spot,’’ Msgr. 
Hoye said. 

ROBERT REILLY, special assistant 
to President Reagan in the office of public 
liaison, said he is ‘‘upset at the perceived 
political effect of the spot.” 


Reilly said he has received calls from 
people who ‘‘don’t like the idea of an 
election year message in which the pope’s 
comments are taken out of context, with 
the result of undermining the policy of 
nuclear deterrence.’? He would not say 
how many calls he had received. 


Emphasizing that he was speaking as a 
Catholic lay person and not an 
administration spokesman, Reilly said 
““to speak of weapons without referring to 
the nature of the political conflict of which 
these weapons are an expression is really 
to misunderstand the basic problem.”’ 


HE DESCRIBED that problem as 


‘the unlimited ambitions of the Soviet 
Union.”’ 


Msgr. Hoye said the spot is “‘not 
intended to be political in the sense of 
engaging in partisan politics.... It would 
be inconceivable for the USCC to do 
that.” 


“What I would hope is that both of the 
major parties would see the importance of 
committing themselves to arms 
reduction.’ 


ACCORDING TO Richard Hirsch, 
USCC secretary for communication, the 
purpose of the TV spot is to continue the 
dialogue among Americans on _ the 
pastoral letter. 


“*At the present time, the impact of the 
bishops’ pastoral hasn’t really been felt, 
which is evident by continued U-S. plans 
for expansion of weapons systems,”’ 
Hirsch said. ‘‘With the spot, we are 
trying to keep the moral imperative 
within the document within the public 
debate because obviously (the bishops) 
haven’t been fully heard.”’

Father Bruce Ritter 
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In the jargon of the street 
he’s known as rough trade 
and he plies his wares, 
himself, up and down the 
Strip. He is fifteen and 
looks eighteen and he's 
se the elephant, he’s seen 
it all. 


We faced each other across my desk casually, relaxedly 
while | carefully arranged my face and my eyes and my 
mind, so that nothing | said or did or thought or felt for the 
next hour was spontaneous or unconsidered. He 
offhandedly, with’ the practical skill that needed no ex- 
planation, probed for my weaknesses, inspecting my 
jugular with the guileless eye of the corrupted young. Slow 
waves of depravity and innocence washed in shadows of 
darkness and light across his face. 


He used the shreds of his innocence with a kind of 
detached hapless maJevolence to evoke my sympathies. 
By turns he was cynical and calloused, winsome and 
desperate—and for knowing moments at a time, even 
vulnerable. He drifted in and out of reach, in and out of 
touch, constantly probing, watching for the moment of ad- 
vantage. 


The Strip is the slimy underbelly of so many of our 
cities—a stretch of porno parlors, strip joints, cheap bars, 
fleabag hotels—home for thousands of drifters, hookers, 
and pimps. At night, the crowds of castoffs and nomads 
and derelicts mingle with the affluent crowds from the high

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rent districts and suburbs. A lot of kids go there to make 
their living. Like the boy across my desk. 


“He plies his wares, himself, up and down the 
Strip.” 


You don’t say very much to kids like that. It's always 
much more a thing of vibes and perceptions and boun- 
daries. The trick is to offer what he needs at that moment 
and that’s rarely a lot of God talk. It’s enough if he knows 
why you do it. This kid’s needs were simple enough: a 
place to live, some safety, some food. What complicated 
the essentially simple immediacy of it all was our “no 
strings” love. He wanted to pay for it. That’s what he 
always had to do. That’s how the game is played. 


“Maybe that child, who was never a child, will 
become a child. Maybe.” 


We play the same game with God all the time. We don't 
like His “no strings” love for us either, particularly if the 
“us” includes a depraved innocent, a vomit-splattered 
derelict or a pimp with a stable of children whom he rents 
by the hour. We try desperately to climb up out of the “us” 
by being good, by being better, by deserving more. We de- 
mand that God love us because we are good; and we are 
good to make God love us. We have to pay for it. That's the 


way we've always played the game. And to know thatGod_ 


loves us not because we are good, but to make us so, is 
sometimes unbearable. Because as He loves us, so we 
have to love “us,” all of us. 


CORRUPTED YOUTH 


And so| try to love the kid across my desk in a way he 
really can’t understand. But grace does, and God working 
in a depraved and empty and terrified heart does and 
maybe, just maybe, the innocence will return to that face 
and he will take his eyes off my jugular and stop pushing 
his toe into my foot under the desk. Maybe that child, who 
was never a child, will become a child. Maybe. 


He is yours and mine. Like it or not, he is part of us. 
Thanks for your own “no strings” love—your help.
